VEGETATION OF PALESTINE. 

From Dr. Van Lengep's recent work upon 
„% Bible Lands,” noticed in another column, we 
glean much of the material used in the followiug 


sketch of the v of Palestine. It is 
probable that in ages Nest Western Asia was 
covered with forests like those which abound in 
other portions of the continent at the present 
Gay, but before the date of the Old Testament 
narratives they had many of them disappeared, 
leaving large tracts of hill and plain open to the 
growib of verdure and the cultivation of tood- 
plants. Groves still erowned many of the hill-tope 
and thick woods clothed the mounta'n sides in the 
days Of Solomon; but at the beginning of the 
bristian era, as now, there was doubtless a 


seatity supply of wood in all the country. 
The whole of Western Asia is at this time 
nearly destitute of trees, save those which bear 
‘ruits and those which are planted by the graves 
ef the dead, or which stand solitary and are 
brotectéd for the sake of their shade. Fuel is 
10 weatce that trees which do not furnish suste- 
panec for man are everywhere cut down to be 
burned: none are planted, cared for, and spared 
in addition to those mentioned above, exce; t the 
poplar, whose tall, straight trunk makes it 
‘precious for house-building. Towns, villages, 
and hamieta are always built near some river, 
well, or spring, whose waters will supply the in- 
‘habitants for domestic purposes und the itxiga- 
tion of their lands, but street and houses are 
renerally without the ornament and shelcer of 
trees of apy kind. The gardens are — sit- 
gated in the precinct immediately surrouhaing 
the villages. Outeide of these aie the vineyards 
and fruit-orchards, aud still beyond lie the culti- 
vated fields, that are barren and desolate whea 
the crops have beén harvested. ' 
The gardens watered by artificial means are 
"green throughout the year, affordibg an endless 
gaccession of products. Lhe most abcndact 
wevetable is the bean, several varieties of which 
Are raised to be eaten both green and dried. 
Peas of large size are cultivate!, bu’ are used 
only when dried. Beets, turbips, carrots. rad- 
bes, okra, egg- plant, tcmatoes, pqiashes, and 
cabbages are grown of a une quality. ttuce, 
parsley, mint, and horts are in great fkłvor. and 
tevtils, which form a vourishing aiticle of food, 
are much prized, especially by tae wording:dan. 
But above all other culinary vegetables, che 
pnion ranks in the es:eem of the Oriental. It is, 
daten raw like the radish, and, cooked, enters in- 
10 the preparation of almost every dish. Gourds 
are raised in great quantities for the sale of their 
nard shelle, which are made into bottles, dip- 
pers, powder-flasks, and various domestic uteu- 
tile. They are even wrought into musical iu- 
sroments, arude sort of guitar being fasb- 
joned out of them. 
In nearly every garden a vine has a conspicuous 
and is trained upon a frame resting 
the house. or shading some grassy plot 
Ss the favorite resort of the family; and 
where they often take their meals. Frequenciy 
this chosen spot contains tne reservoir from 
which tne gardeo is and often there is 
the additional ornament of a jet or fountain—for 
the Oriental loves the sight of water either at 
‘rest or in motion. f 
Melons and cucumbers, which are a refreshing 
and much- prizod fruit in the hot, dry climate of 
Palestine, are cultivated in sandy places either in 
fields or in patches, and, lis e all other crops, must 
have irrigation. The soil where they crow is en- 
fiched with 2 sort of guano obtained from dove- 
Sotes, whith are built forthe purpose, of large 
size and substantial material, furnishing accom 
for vast numbers of inmates. As the 
melons h maturity, little booths, roofed 
and walled with green branches, are put up in 
de lde, and here a watchman sits day and night 
with his cruse of wator—the beverage of the 
Orrental—by his side, keeping guard over the 
fruit, which tempts thieving foxes, jackals, and 
gares, de well as human beings. 
Tue vine, native and cultivated, grows in great 
inxuriance and variety in Palestind. The land 
of Judah is especially celebra‘ed for the size apd 
*pxcellemce of its grapes, its hi y districts being 
paculiariy suited to their nature. Bunches weigh- 
ing 12 pounds are not nncommon, and cluster 
weighing even 20 pounds are frequently found. 
Dr. Van Lennep states that he has seen sin- 
gieerapes of the size of the largest damask 
lum, and clusters measuring 15 inches iv 
„aud bearing above 700 berries each, Oc- 
opally many varieties are cultivated in the 
tame vinevard, but usually these are limited .o 
three or four kinds. Grapes form an important 
article of diet with the Orientals, and, fresh or 
dried, constitute an essential part of the provis- 
ions of the household. Bread and raisins often 
furnish the entire fare for a poonday meal. 
When eaten fresh, the Oriental consumes the 
whole 2 baving learned from experience 
that astringent quality in the seeds and 
stems renders the fruit one of the most whole- 
some in the world. 
‘Lhe olive-tree ranks with the vine in the value 
of its product to the peoples along the shores of 
the Mediterranean: In Western Asia it is not 
met with far inland nor. except on Mount Her- 
man, at an elevation above 2,000 feet. It grows 
 ppoptaneduely, but in a wild state its fruit is a 
small, dry, worthiesa terry. The stock must be 
grafted in order to produce good olives. A full- 
wized tree hae the height of an ordivary apple- 
tree, and its branches, disposed iu perfect sym- 
metry, form an even, rounded dome that is very 
in its regular proportions. The stem 
knotty and gnarled, and this feature inecreas- 
ing with old age resulte in mosisinguiarjeon- 
tortions. The tree is long-lived, aod, after the 
trunk has grown hollow and falle away piece- 
Meal, so long as a strip remains it holds life 
and sustains a branch or two fruitful to phe

The wild rose grows luxurit .r,tly all over West- 
ern Asia, starring the hege aud thickets with 
its lovely blossoms, while th 9 tulip, the poppy, 
the many-colored auemona, the hvacintb, and 
the narcissus gem the fields and valleys, giving 
them aglow and warmth of emerald velvet set 
with precious jewels. Alth dach many portions 
of Palestine have become d  ssolate from neglect, 
the soil is still wonderfull’, fertile, and, with ir- 
rigation and proper cuituré would yield as heavy 
erobs of varied valuable f. »:t8 as are harvested 
in any part of the globe. Even in its degiada- 
tion the land, as the Sc!’ pture describes it, is 
flowing with milk and ho. ey.

Thoreau, the fond le ver and koen observer of 
Nature. used to aver i hat, wore he to awake, at 
auy time durivg the zeason of verdure, froma 
slumber of years, be would be able to tell with 
exactnees the month, and the day of the month, 
by the flowers that should be in blossom. His 
boast was vot 60 val’ a as it would seem to the or- 
dinary individual, w ho, never studying the habits 
of vegetation, is ig) aorant of the laws that regu- 
late them with suc! order that, once possessed of 
the key, it is eas ¢ to read their causes and se- 
quences, back aa ds or forwards, either way. 
Zach species of plant has its special time for 
flowering, which is uniform in the same climate, 
unless the latter be very wayward in its 
changes, —amd is very soon learned by the watch- 
ful botanist. Hence, a floral calendar may be 
constructed for any particular locality which 
will pregict with certainty, uoder common cir- 
cumetadces, the day in the year when most 
plants will for the first time pu forth their blos- 
ems. 
But more than this: certain species of plants 
open and dose their flowers, or, in other words, 
wake up and go to sleep again, at definite hours 
of the day, aad he who bas voted their ways ip 
this respect may discern from them the time of 
day with almost ibe precision as from an arti- 
ficial chronometer. Linnwus, after a careful 
record of the facts, conatiacted a floral ciock 
which marked the pwssage of the hours as fol- 
lows : 
Morning-Glory opens at abont f a. m., and closes at 


about 10 a, m. 
Rutland Beauty opens at about 3 a. m., and closes at 


about 11 a. m. 
Vegetable Oyster opens at about 4a, m., and closes at 


about 12 m. 0 
Poppy opens at about 5 3. m. 

Bitter-Sweet opens at about 6 8. n 

Water-Lily opens at about 7 a, m. 

Scarlet Pimpernel opens at about 8 a, m. 

Calendfla Arrensis (Marigold) opens at about 9 a, m.

Star of Bethlehem (White) opens at about 11 a. m. 
Bi ie Paasion-Fiower opens ai IA m.

Other flowers might be substituted for those, 
to suit different climates and |otalities. 

But, besides telling us the time, plants may 
predict for us the weather and with quite as 
much and eweu more ceriainty than Old Prob- 
abilities himself. The latter personage fails 
on an average, it is said, of twenty times out of 
a bundred, while the plants. we venture to 
assert, would fail us almost never. 

Herr Havneman, Iuspector of the Botanical 
Gardens at Praskan, Germany, has ind! 
cated some of the plants that may serve 
as trust vortbhy barometers. For instance, the 
emali-flowered bind-weed (convolvulus arren- 
sis) and the ecarlet pimpernel spread their 
leaves at the termination of wet weather. At 9 
o’clook in the Woorning, if the weather 1s to be 
clear, the common chickweed wakes ap, opens 
its eyes, shakes ont its loaves, and remains alert 
and active uutil voon; on the contrary, if rain be 
impending it refuses to rouse itself. and, assum- 
ing a drooping aspect, keeps ita flowers tightly 
closed. Should it raise its lids, however, a little 
way to peep out elyf*, we may be sure the rain 
is to be of short duration. The same little tricks 
under the same circumstances may be observed 
in the Pimpiwella saxasraga. 

When the species of marigold Calendula plu- 
violis opens between Gand 7 in the morning 
aud remains awake uotil 4 in the afternoon 
the weather will be steadily pleasant; but, 
if it does mot open by 7 ia the morn- 
ing, its sensitive nature has felt rain 
in the atmosphere, and fook you for a down- 
pour. The pr.ckly weeds by the wayside, with 
flowers like miniature daudelions,—called com- 
monly hog-thisties and by the scientists Sonchus 
arrensis and Alicraceus,—foid their petals at 
night when there is promise of a pleasant mor- 
row, otherwise they continue awake to improve 
the fleeting hours of f-ir weather. Should the 
bladder ketmia (Hibiscus Trionum) refuse to 
open its flowers; should the stemless thistle 
( Carduus acaulis) close its eyes; and the clover 
told its leavea,—like hands closing in prayer,— 
rain is certain. So if the nipplewort (Lap- 
sana communis) fails to shut up its flowers for 
the night; if the white low gras (Darba seina) 
droops its leaves; if the yellow bed-straw 
(Galium serum) remains awake aod exhales a 
strong perfame ; and if the birches perfume the 
air, postpone the picnic appointed for the com- 
ing day, or take along umbrellas and mackin- 
tosles. .

BIRDS OF PARADISE. 
Perhaps there are no species of birds which 
from their varied and brilliant plumage are more 
attractive and more coveted as au ornament for 
the aviary than Birds of Paradise, while none 
are more difficult to secure alive. Most of the 
species dwell in the inmost recesses of the for- 
ests of New Guineaand neighboring islands, 
which are almost impenetrable to white men, 
and are inhabited by savages whom it is daager- 
ous to encounter. Mr. Wallace, the eminent 
naturalist, spent neatly four years in the districts 
especially frequented bv these birds, and yet be 


the foarteen species dwelling in New Guinea. 
He brought bome alive to England two indi- 
viduals of the Paradiswa Papuana, and the re- 
mainder of his collection was in the form of 
dried skins. Mr. Cerutti succeeded ia bringing 
to Europe a living specimen of the Selencides 
alba. and these three were the only living Birds of 
Paradise ever brought to the country until 
lately two have been received at the Zoological 
Gardens at Dresden. One of these is ao 
Paradisea Papuana aud the other a P. Apodo. 
The birds were secured through native traders 
lying at Makassar and trading with New Guinea 
and the Ara Isiands. They have been about 
thtee years in captivity, and, being accustomed 
to cage life, itis hoped they may be preserved 
some time in their 92 bone, there they 
are placed under favorable conditions, with 
plenty ot room and in an equable temperature 
of 77 deg. The food of the birds in captivity 
consists of bread, rice, and worms. While in 
India they were fed upon oppers, bananas, 
and rice, and during their journey with the same 
vegetable diet. and à dessert of cockroaches. 
The birds ara very active and noisy. The 
Z. Apodo is quite tame, feeding from the hands 
The plumage of the birds suffered somewhat on 
the voyage, but it is expected it will regain its 
fall beauty after the next period of moulting. 
The 123 the Great Bird of Paradise, is the 
largest o the species. The body, wings, and 
tail are of a rich coffee-brown, deevening on the 
breast to a purple-brown. The head and upper 
throat are of a delicate straw color, with a band 
and spots of emeraid . The two middie 
tail-feathers vary from 24 to 30 inches in len 
while from each side of the body of the male a 
dense taft of long and delicate orange-yeliow

‘ THE SPIRULA. 

It was the hope of some English naturalists 
that among the results of the scientific expedi- 
tion of the Challenger would be ths acquisition 
of living specimens of the Sp.rala. This genus 
of cephalopods is extremely interesting from ite 
relation to the fossil ammonites and to the cut- 
tiedish of the present day. It inhabits a spiral 
shell which is chambered like that of the nauti- 
lus, while it has two tentacles, eight arms, and 
ao ink-bag hke the cuttiedish. It dweils in 
warm seas in the southern hemisphere, and its 
shells ale cast up in quantities on the coasts of 
New Zealaud and otber islands of the Son:h Pa- 
cific and Atlantic. They are also carried along 
by the Gulf Stream, and in amal pumoers depos- 
ited on the southero shores of England and Ire- 
land. Yet only three liviug specimens have bere- 
tofure been ca cured. 

One of these was, decarding to the Academy. 
brought from New Zealaud to England, aod 
drawo by Ars. Gray; a second was sent to 
France, and described by De Braiuville; aud the 
third, found dead on the sd face of the Sulu 
Sea, was described by Prof. Owen. The Chal- 
lenger bas, as was boped, secured a fourth speci- 
men, while dredging off one cf the Malaccas. 
The animal was brought up from a depth of 300 
fathoms, aod appent ed to have been swalloved 
by one of the deep-sea fish, which vomit d the 
specimen On being subjected to the diminished 
pressure of the water as tae diedge was hauled 
in. Fiom tbe situation of this specimen, it 
would seem tust the spirula dwells at a deptu of 
300 or 400 fathoms, where it cravis abot under 
the rocks and ones and thus escapes the 
dredge. It is suggested that some plan of bait- 
iag tae Gredge might entice tue creature from 
its seclugiod and secure iis Capture. 

Auother interes:ing *‘ ind” vy the Challenger, 
of the coast of Japan, was a giganke oydroid 
polyp. These flower-like avimals seldom ex- 
ceed half an inch ii: length, altboaghb colouies of 
them may form branches and mats of conzder- 
able size. The new foim is aihed to the British 
genus Corymorpha, and ettains the eus 
size of 7 feet.

THE CORN MARKET AND SUN-SPOTS. 

We have heretofore recorded the efforts of 
savartsto establish a relation between the re- 
currence of spots on the sun and the fluctua- 
tions of the potato-disease. Mr. Schuster, 
ajudying the same series of phenomena, has 
pointed out that the years of good viotage in 
Western Europe have occurred at average inter- 
vas approximating to eleven years, the average 
length of the principal san-spot period. Later. 
Prof. Stanley Jones, F. R. S., has endeavored to 
rrove tha the price of corn and the variations 
of the sun-spots are inse,arabiv connected. A 
paper was read by bim on the Sseubject at the 
receut meet ng of the british ee Tue 
data regarding the prices of ra were taken 
from Prof. E. T. Rogers History of Ariculture 
and Prices in Eogland.“ in which is given the 
prices of commodicies in all paris of England be- 
tween the years 1259and 1400. From caicaia- 
tions based upon the facts thus afforded, it was 
found by Prof. Jobes that the prices of each 
kind of produce examined rises io the firss four 
years of the san-spot cycie, and thence declines. 
fhe maxime prices occur in the tenth, eleventh, 
first, second, aod third years of the cycle. These 
results. bowever, are considered as merely pre- 
liminary, and requiring further investigation. 
Yet stull more extended consequences are indi- 
cated dy these observations. It is found tbat 
commercial panics have tended to recur durivg 
the last fifty-four years in a distinctly periodic 
manner. The average length of interval be- 
tween the privcipal panics ig abont 10.3 years, 
nearly coinciding with 11.11, the length of the 
boar pet period. Ere long, it appeara from 
this, our commercial mea will look to the 
ast:onome:s for a certain prediction of the price 
of cora. 


A NEW LINK JN EVOLUTION. 

Prof. EK. 8. Moree, of Salem, occasionally 
turos from bis specialty, the brachiopods, end 
amuses bimself with the study of other recondit/, 
subjects in natural science. Some time ago tie 
determined the fact that in embryonic bi ds 
there are four tarsal as well as four carpal bones, 
the presence of the iniermedium being the 
main point. He has since discovered tbat there 
are embryo claws on two of the digife of the 
fore-limb, the indexed middle finger. Hitherto 
only a single claw bas been known, aed that in 
but few cases. These iateresiing results chrow 
new light on the relationship betv.een reptiles 
and birds which Mr. Huxley has insisted upon. 


DETOSITS OF KAOLIN. 

It is reported that a deposit of kaolin 30 feet 
in thickness and underlying 100 acres has been 
found near Omaha. The deposit crops out along 
a blaff for over half a mile, and is covered with 
but a few inches of soil. The substanée is re- 
markably free from foreign material, and im- 
p< with the depth, the upper portion being 

coarse and granular. and the lower gradually 
fuer and whiter. The wholeis adaoted to the 
manufacture of a great variety of articies of 
pottery. A railroad and an abundance of wood 
and water in the viciaity will facilitate its use on 
the spot and its transpoitation to distant quar- 
tors. 


PALMS OF AUSTRALIA. 

The late svnopsia of the Palme of Australis 
by Wendland Drude informs us that there are 
twenty-ssx species on the continent and adjacent 
islands. Four species are found on Lord Home’s 
Island and twenty-two are scattered over the 
mainland. Asio Hindostan, the palms of Aus- 
tralia flourish most luxuriantiy in the vicinity of 
the sea-coast. One of the finest specimens, the 
Livistona Ausiraiis, attains a height of about 80 
fect. 


EXPLORATION OF SUMATRA, 

An expedition is being.organized under the 
auspices of the Geographical Society of Holland 
for the purpose of exploring the interior of the 
island of Sumatra, some parts of which are un- 
kuo vn to Europeans.

mooey? Mr. Ca;penter, and everrbody else, 
will look in vain for aue by woich ths va ue or 
money may be determine 1. Way? Signply be- 
cause there is uo value in money. Money” is 
simply a tem used to expre:s the system by 
which valucs are registered or counted. ‘There 
is a rule by wuich all exchangeable values may 
be determined. Tuatrale is, the cost of pro 
dacsivn and the demand for the article produc- 
ed. There are degrees of value, and we have 
convenient terms to express those degrees in the 
words cents, *‘ dimes,” dollars,“ etc. If a 
bushei of wheat is worth a dollar. a mao never 
sella his wheat for tae dollar. He ac- 
cepts the dollar as indicating the de 
gree of value which attached to the 
wheat; and, while he holds tio dollar, 
be possesses no real value. Ho meiste y pos esees 
credit for value ou demand, and he gots ais 
valne when he parts with that credit, or, in 
other words, paris with his none.

PAPER VS. COIN. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Trioune: 

Cutcaco, Deo. 7.—As your paper seems to 
argue the currency question mostiy from the 
bard-movey or bank-carreocy side, and, as it 
seems to us, rather uafairly, as the use of the 
terms ard muy aad ** raxy-mozey ” may 
al some to believe that the term pad 
money maus coin, when, in fact, it is used 
only to mean a par bank currency. or ag near par 
as bank-currency can be made to circulate, you, 
perhaps, would be willing toshow the other side, 
thongh not in accord with your vie vas. It seenis 
to us thet the only valid objection to greenbacks 
is their liability to fluctuate in value. Thesimple 
fact of their being worta less thao paris of no 
importance to trade. The importer pus fort ha 
merchandise with exchange, and mar 
have to pay duties with coin; but. 
if using baok-currency, par at the bank 
where it was issued, it is not necessarily go 
where the importer receives it, and be must sell 
for coin, if the coin is needed; and the trouble 
to him ia as great if the discount is but & of 1 
per ceat as if 5 percent. So. if by using gréen- 
backs there is no loss or inconvenience more 
than in using baok-currency, where is the ad- 
vantage of the latter ? That there is aa ad- 
vantage in using a psper-currency instead of 
coin, is apparent epongh; and the question 
seems to be. Who shall have the benoiit it? 
The whole people. or a few? The efforts of the 
bank-currency-advocates seem to be to show how 
little bankers make out of bank-currency, m- 
stead of how much the people cau ~ i or save 
bv the use of the grsenbacks. Some Mave even 
tried to show that they could not make more than 
10 per cent, or admitiing that the people are 
paying them 10 per cent for capital, when they 
can have all they want for 5. They offer to 
loan the people $100 for $4.10 interest, if the 
people will joan them $35 without any interest. 
Suppose the people loan themselves $85 without 
avy interest, and borrow of some one else $15 
at 5 per cent interest, how much would be saved 
in the transaction. It would seem to figure out 
about $20,000,090 on $500,000,000 of currency. 
If the few accepting the privilege of issuing 
bank-currency can make nothing more than in 
using their capital some other way, where is the 
objection to the Government saving $20,000,000 
annually, unless they are able to furuish a better 
currency ? . 

Tue cry of inflation may be well enough if 
there is anybody advocating inflation; but I see 
no vecessicy for inflation with the use of - 
backs, or for bringing them to par with coin. If 
a law were passed regui:ing the National Banks 
to witadraw their currency gradually, and mak- 
ing greoubacks interchangeable fur 3r65 bonds, 
the result would natarally bea greater scarcity 
of paper-currency and a lower price for gold. 
During the panic of 1873, gold decliged for « 
time quite rapidly, while the character of the 
currency remained uochanged. Was it because 
of the abundance of gold or the scarcity of - 
rency? More likely the latter, as the tentporar’ 
hoarding and lack of facilities for using bank- 
exchange made a greater volume needed, and a 
lees on the market or in circulation. 

This lessou seems to show that people will 
use it as long a3, it can be had for less prices 
(ban gold to pay their debts with; and that a 
reduction of quantity will surely be followed by 
a corresponding appreciation of value. The 
privilege of exchavging greenbacks for 3.65 
bonds would enable bankers to loan on call such 
surpius of capital as 8 might have on deponit, 
at dull seasons, which feature would give the 
currency an elasticity that it would not otber- 
wise have. For the benefit of the debtor ol 
the Secretary of the Treasury migut be requi 
to purchase gold for greenbacks at all times at 
a given price, say 5 per cent ium, and, to 
secure uviformity of value, sell gold at bis dis- 
cretion, at any price not less than the prices of 
buying. The oojection to making paper a legal- 
tender does not seem to be well sustained, siuce 
the act at the same time gives it a commercial 
value as real as that of gold or anything eise. 
Gold has what is called an intrinsic value, which 
mav be little or much, independent of its com- 
mercial value, which is created in some man- 
ner by its use for currency. Except for 
ite character as money, an owner might be 
troubled as much to find a purchaser for it as for 
wheat or corn, or auy othef article of merzchan- 
dise. There is no question of its adaptabhity to 
this use, neither does this fact argue conclusive- 
ly against the use of @ depreciated paper-car- 
roney.

Gen. Grant Reneminated by the Nleth- 
diet Preachers—Remariks oi Bishop 
HAaven. 


New York Herald, Dec. 8. 

The Methodist preachers and the Methodist 
Sunday-Schoo! Union held a joint meeting on 
Monday lest in the Temple Street Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Boston, the Rev. L. B. Bates 
presiding. After devotional exercises, Prof. 
William Wells, of Union College, was introdnced 
to address the meetiog. He spoke on the sub- 
ject of Bismarck aud the Papacv,” reviewing 
at length the tu: ain of circumstances which led to 
the rupture which exists between the German 
Government and the Papacy. He declared that 
to the scbool svstem of Germany more tban to 
any other earchly thing belongs the bonor of the 
Ge. man success, In conciuding, be warned the 
people of the United States of the danger which 
is threatening them and their free insti:utions 
by the /’apacy. 

Bishop Gilbert Haven, in accordanes with an 
invication extended by the preachers’ meeting a 
fortnight ago, addressed the audience on the 
condition of the South. He said that there was 
one claus of people in the South who bad been 
recognized as a vationa ity by the Pope, and they 
would welcome his tollowers to tnese shores: 
but the race freed by the people of the North 
Will never strise a blow against constitutional 
liberty. Bishop Haven said tuat there is to be 
a tremend us politica! battie this year, vegiuni g 
with the election of a Democratic Soeaker of 
the National House of Re reseotatives. He 
said that he ministers of Ko tu are in the field 
of battle; their words are repo:ted and tbe 
Southern papers comment on them. The ques- 
tion is, “Saall the Northern eon le rile the 
nation ?” * Sha'l the Puritan or the Cavulie: be 
the ruler?” Shall Boston or Charleston be the 
centre? The Methodist Episcopal Church is 
toe only inst tution in the south to-day that 
represeots the American nation. You must. 
ite said, stand Dy vourChura@. There are in the 
South nearly 300,000 members of the Metbod- 
int Ki iscopal Church who know what they be- 
lieve just as well as the people of New En- 
giaod, and better. They appreciate liberty ang 
ihose who gave it to them; they never will ve 
betiayers, aud lat the people of the North never 
betrav them. The muaicontents of the South 
know that they were defeated by one man: 
that man is Preetdent Grant. and if the pecpe 
throw bim over at the command of politicians 
they will rue it. Pray, brethren. that President 
Grant may be re-elected. Pray for the trae 

of the South, and you will find that thus 
you will be able to keep down the kindred 
tireatoing. powers, the slave power and tue 
power of the Papacy. , 

The Rev. Dr. Sherman, of Brooklyn, moved 
that the meeting voie that they had heard the 
sevtimenta advanced by Bishop Haven with 
great pleasure aod hearty ap roval. The mo- 
tion was unanimously adopted. All oppose!

their ire bad been considerably excited by what 
they thought to be tas officiourness of Mr. Bris- 
tow in insisting on cectain indictments.

Fox, a well-known citizen of St. Louis, and one of 
the jurors, is the author of the letter, and, in 
order to get at its real animus, ho was sougnt 
out to-night and intervieved on the subject. 
He eaid it was not true that the Grand Jury in- 
tended to reflect upon Bristow in writing the 
letter. Bristow was a new broom, and was sweep- 
ing things very cleanly, aad was eutitied to great 
credit, but did pot need the sympathy of the 
jury, as Grant did, Grent had exhibited 
splendid heroism in tbe stand he had taken.

Besides this, the Court found it 
difficult to coneuit together while outsiders were 
present, aud the room had to be cleared of 
everybody to aliow it to dec:de upon a common- 
place motion. Most of those in attendance, un- 
used to such punethousness, chafed some- 
wha', aud bad some jokes to 
crack upon military as compared with 
civil tribunals. The opinion was pretty gener- 
ally eutertained tuat the indictment found 
against Col. Babcock at St. Louis would block 
the present proceedings, Tbis turned out to be 
correct. Gen. Hancock moved to adjouru from 
day io day pending tbe civil inquiry, or until in- 
structions could be received from the War De- 
partment, which motion was adopted by che 
Court. The J ndge-Advocate was prepared to make 
a Similar motion, as he had received a letter from 
the accused req iestiug him to procure an ad- 
jvuroment until ne could answer the indictment. 
As the mil.tary proceedings are subordinate to 
tne civil, the Court cheerfully agreed to the 
motion. Col. Baboock was vot present during 
the proceediags, much to the disappointment of 
many of the audieace, who were anxious to quiz 
uim. 

The first proceeding when court was opened 
was the calling of the roll by Judge-Advocate 
Gardver.

Geu. Hancock then ssid: A sense of duty to 
the jaws, to the military service, aud to the ac- 
cused, impels me to ask your concurrence in a 
pos movement of :h:singuiry for the preseut.

WHAT WERE THOSE REASONS? 
In the course of a legal trial at St. Louis Col. 
Babcock was alleged to be guilty of a high crim- 
tua! offevse. He asked for a bearing in the same 
court, but was informed that he co not have 
it because the evidence was closed. ‘hese cir- 
cumsiances led hin to demand a Cours of lo- 
guiry as the only means of vindication chat was 
left. Since then he has been formaliv iudicted, 
and he is now certain of getting that 
full and fair triai before au impartial jury which 
the laws of the country guarantee to all of iis 
ciuzeos Ihe supposed necessity of convening 
4 military court for the determination of bis 
guiltor impocence no longer exsicts..

BANGS. 
WARD'S SUCCE son. 
Spectal Dnepcich te The Chicage Tribune, 

Wasuisaton, D. C., Dec. 10.—The Hon. Mark 
Bangs, of Lacon, Marshall County, it was de- 
cided at the Cabinet meeting to-day, is to be 
appointed United States District Attorney for 
the Northern District of Lilinois, to succeed 
Jasper D. Ward. Bangs was the second choice 
of the six Congressmen from Northern Ilindois, 
who presented the names of Lathrop, of 
Rockford, Bangs, of Lacou, and Canfield. 
of Aurora. Lathrop declined the place. 
The Congressmen who recommended him are 
very much pieased that the President sppointed 
bim. They bad all thought that Hunter, of 
Chicago, would be appointed. 

H. H. Honore telegraphed an elaborate dis- 
patch advocating Hunter. Fred Grant, his 
special friend, spoke a good word for him, but 
the President yielded to the Cougreesmen. 
John B. Hawley, of Rock Island, tried hard to 
get the place. The nomination of Bangs will be 
wade Mouday. He has already telegraphed his 
acceptance. 


PERSONAL REMARKS. 

Mr. Bangs, accordng to iong-eertadlished 
usage, is alieady entitled to the title of Honore- 
bie, and bas been for many years & prominent 
lawyer of the interior of Iiliaois. He was boro 
in Franklin County. Mass., in 1523, and is con- 
sequently 52 years of age, with a strong leaning 
toward his 53d year. He received a good educa- 
tion io bis mative State, and was there well 
grounded in the science of law. Like most 
young men of gros ing abilities in the East, be 
made up his mind to emigrate, and before he 
was 30 be had settled in the great State of the 
West. His pilgrimage took place in 1851, aod 
ip that early day he made him a bome io Mar- 
shall County. in this State. He was at that 
time 28 years of age, and when he had been here 
but a shoct time he was rauked amoog the lead- 
ers of bis circuit im the preparation, if 
not the trial, of cases. Mr. Bangs 
continued the practicé of his profession 
without any appareot aspiration for political 
elevation until 1359, when he was elected Judge 
of the i'wenty-third Judicial Circuit. This po- 
sition he Sled with great credit, being aiways 
noted for his quick, ready, and acourste decis- 
ions. It was noted of him that very few of his 
decisions on points of law were over- 
roled by the Court above. He not 
appear in public life after the close 
of his Judicial term uotil 1870, having in the 
meanfime devoted himsalf to the practice of his 
profession, In November of the last-named 
vear Judge Bangs was elected to the Ihnois 
Senate from the Sixteeuth Senatorial District, 
composed of the Counties of Peoria, Stark, 
Marsball, aod Patoam. He represented the 
portbern half of the d.strict and Lucien H. Kerr 
the other or southern halt. Both were elected 
as Republicans. Duriog his term of service as 
Senator Judge Bangs establiebed an enviable

WINDOW-PLANTS. 

Several correspondents ask questions relating 
to different features in the cure and cultivation 
of window-plants. One lady affirms that success 
with bouse-plants seems largely a matter of 
luck, as she is as conscientious as ber veighbor 
in the care of plante, and yet her plants are 
sickly, aod she can make no headway against 
spiders, mealy-bugs, and other insecta, while all 
the time ber neighbor bas baskets and pots of 
luxuriant plants. It mav be ssid that enthusi- 
asm and adaptability to the business has much 
to do with success in this department. Direc- 
tions covering every possible difficulty have been 
given repeatedly, but in few cases are (bey un- 
derstood or followed ip the right epirt. DUnim- 
portant directions sre followed closely, While 
important conditions are neglected entirely. 
The soil in the pots must not be dry as dust one 
day and soaked with water the next; but must 
be kept at a proper degree of moisture. If red 
epiders are found, sponge the under side of the 
eaves with cold sosp-suds, If mesly-bugs ap- 
pear, destroy by touching with aloohol, or brush 
them off with a soft, dry brush. The moist at- 
mospbere, dispensable to the bealtny growth 
of plants, is got so difficult to secure as is often 
imagined. Keeps vessel on the stove full of 
water, and the object iw attamed.

THE JURY LAW. 


Some Comments Thereupon. 
Te the Hutter of Che Chicace Tridwne : 

I bave examined Chapter 78, page 630, Re- 
vised Siatutes, which is our Jury law: and, in 
the main, I think it well and carefuilvy framed. 
If it is only executed vigilaatly by the Courts 
there will be little chauce left for dishonest 
jurors, which is second only in imporiance to 
honest Courts. Let mne mane a short abstract 
of the law. 

See. 1 requires the County Board to make 6 
jury-list of not less than one-teuth of the legal 
voters of each towu or precinct. II find no 
penal y prescribed for a beg ect of this duty, 
but probably they might be indicted for neglect 
of duty.) 

Bec. 2 requires the County Board annn- 
silly to select from this list 100 
persons for each trial-term of 
every Court to be held in the county during the 
year, and in Cook County 200 for each trial-term, 
to serve as Petit Jurors. These are the qualifi- 
eations of jurors: 1, must be iahavitants of the 
town or precinct ; 2, between 21 and 60 years of 
age; 8. sound in mind and body; and, 4, free 
from ail egal exceptiums, of fair character, of 
approved nter ty, of souud judgme t, well io- 
to. ned, and who iwe Englisa lan- 
guage.” Sach meu only shoul! the County 
Doard select; and. if they knowingly put on any 
man not | Ossessime the above qualifications, 
toey violate theit sword dutv. In case of a cor- 
rapt Board demring to secure -dishouest jurors, 
it might bave been bet er to have had these 
d:awa by chance trom the jury-list, rather than 
givoo the selection to tbe County Board,

See. 7 provides that all the names for jurors 
selected under Sec. 2 shail be put im a box ; aud 
Sec. 8 provides that, whenever a jury is waeted 
for any term of any Court. the Clerk of such 
Court shall go to the office of the County Clerk. 
and, in his presence, after the tox is wen 
shaken, draw out not loss than thirty names for 
each two sees that the Court, will protably 
bold. The Clerk is ailowed to throw out cames 
drawn of persons kuown to be dead. absent, von- 
resident, on the Grand Jury, or lega'ly dis- 
qualified Tbis discre ion mav be of doubtful 
expediency when we remember that we 
may bare designing wen a8 Clerks. 
lf I were the Judge of a Court in the city, I 
would always be present at the diawing of ihe 
jury. It wou'd be a great improvement to have 
the County Clerk attend, wrth bis jury-boxes, 
in opea Court, and have the jurors there drswa, 
im tue presence of everybody, and lei the Judie 
order names to be thrown out for the causes 
stated. If be had knowledge of a death as dis 
qualification, he cou d act a, on it, or on proof 
oy any one who did know. ‘The Court could fix 
a tim, for draume the jurors, when all inter- 

attorneys aud g arttes, could attend. and. 
if they knew ef auy objection or lack of qualii- 
cations, as mentioned in the second section, 
they could prodace the proof and have bim set 
aside. I it were proved toat a man had a bad 
character, ar was of doubtfal iptoeriiy, 
tae Court would then reject him, as exclu ied by 
the siatate, aod draw anctner. le the rural 
districts, «here a Judge holds Court ia several 
counties, this might vot be conveniently done; 
but toere it micht be done in the County Court. 
as well, after a proper notice. Thus would af- 
ford an impoiteaut guarantee that honest selec- 
tions of jurors would be made. As u u now, 
no notice is given of the times when the jurors 
will be drawn; and, if they so desire, none but 
the Clerk of the Court and the County Clerk will 
be present. Jw ninety-nine cases in the bundrad, 
this may be weil; but, in the bundredth, the

and that they shall select, as near 
as may be, a proper onate number from each 
tewn or precine, amouuts to no check at al! to 
men who expect to be complained of before the 
Grand Jury for corrapt practices. It would ve 
practicaily for the Courts to purge 
such a Graod Jury, selected to nde bills pre- 
seuted against thew creators. True, the Coart 
might discharge them, and order tae Sheriff to 
sum@mon another. under the t ineteenth section 
of the act ¢ but it would require s very palpable 
cage of corrujt infiner ces cperating upon a 
Grand Jury, before a Court would feel 
caled upon to resort tv such an er- 
treme measure; and, even then, a suspected 
Sheriff or Deputy might have to select the Spe- 
cial Grand Jury; for the Court hae no power to 
appommt an Etisor to perform that duly, as he 
mag for selecting 6 Petit Jury, as we shall sec. 
Aitogether. the provisions for the selection of 

the Grand Jury seem admirably adapted to en- 
courage a corrart —— y in a County H ard to

CUBA. 


The President's Position in Regard to 
Cuban Gelligereucy. 
In his firet annna! message to Congress, Dec. 
6, 1869, the President wrote: 
For more than a years valuable provinee of Spain 
and a near néigubor of ours, in whom all our people 
cannot but feei a deep interest, has deen struggling for 


indepeudere and freedom. 
ment of the United States entertain the same warm 
feelings and eyrhpath es for the people of Cuba in their 
pending str thet they manifes ed teroaghout the 
previous struggle, between Spain and her former colo- 
ales in alf of the latter, But the contest has at no 
time assumed the con tions which amount te a wer 
in the sense of interustional law, or which would show 
the existence of a de facto political Organization of the 
insargenia suilicient to justify a recognition of vellig- 


arency. 

The principle is maintained, however, that this na- 
tion is ita own judye when to —— the rights of bei- 
tigerency either ton pedple s Kung to free them- 
selves from a Governnent they ve to be oppressive, 
ar to independent nations at war with each ocher. 

On the 13t6 of the following June —18/0—the 
President seut s special meswage to Congress on 
thie subject. He described the character of the 
insurrection apd the atrecities committed by 
both parties, which moved bim to say that— 

Whatever may be the eemputhies of the people or of 
the Governmens of the United States for the cause or 
abjects for which a part of the people of Cuba are un 
derstood to have pat themseives in armed resistance 
% the Gove: nment of Spain, there ean be no just sym- 
pathy in a confict carried on by both parties He in 
such barbarous violetion of the rules of ctvilized 
nations, and with en h continued outrage upon the 
pl inest principies f hamanity. We cannot discrimi- 
nate im amy cemsure of the mode of conducting their 
contest between tne Spanierds and the Cahans. Each 
commit the same atrocities aud outrage ulize the estab- 
lisned rules of war.

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The salutary effect of the prosecution of 
the Whisky Ring in Milwaukee is perceived 
in the fact that internal revenue collections 
upon distilled spirits have largely increased. 
Honesty is the best policy, but it has taken 
several months to popularize that beautiful 
sentiment in connection with the manufacture 
of whisky. 


The Agricultural Department report for 
November shows that the corn crop of 1875 
was one-fourth larger than that of 1874, and 
one of the heaviest ever grown in America. 
The same is true of potatoes, in quality as 
well as in quantity; while all the tobacco- 
growing States show a large increase of 
product. With this official assurance of 
cheap whisky, plenty of tobacco, and mealy 
potatoes, there ought to be observed here- 
after a marked falling off in the suicide sta- 


The Hon. Marx Banas, of Lacon, III., has 
been appointed to succeed Mr. Warp as 
United States District-Attorney for the 
Northern District of Dlinois. Mr. Banos 
was strongly urged for the place, and it is 
believed that the selection is.in every way ex- 
cellent. The new incumbent will not be 
hampered by previous personal friendship for 
parties whom he may be called upon to proceed

Asylum, and the liquor-sellers will have to 
foot the bill, the Supreme Court having 
recently sustained the constitutionality of the 
law imposing a tax for this purpose. Gov. 
Davis yesterday appointed a Board of Direc-

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sentation that new and important evidence 
had been discovered. Both murders occurred 
in August last, and in both cases the course 
of justice has been cnusually swift for New 
York. 

The unplevsantness which occurred bo- 
tween the Administration and ex-Senator 
Henpexson, in consequence of the latter's 
animad versions upon the President in the 
course of his argument as assisting counsel 
for the Government in the Avzsy trial, has 
resulted in an order relieving Mr. HHNE ON 
from any further connection with the prose- 
cution of the Whisky Ring in St. Louis. 
This determinstion was the unanimous ver- 
dict of the Cabinet, all the members being 
of one mind as to the propriety of 
this course. The view was, taken that 
the language of Mr. Henpgrson concerning 
Presidential interference in internal revenue 
appointments and assignments was gratui- 
tous, unwarranted, and highly objectionable. 
The unanimity of sentimentin the Cabinet 
upon this question is significant as proving 
conclusively that there is no lack of harmony 
on the subject of the Whisky Ring prosecu- 
tions, and that the split between the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Bristow, which has been 
predicted and hoped for by the guilty and 
their friends, is as far off and as improbable 
as ever. 


FUNDING THE GREENBACKS. 

There is one point which the Secretary of 
the Treasury brings out very clearly and 
emphatically in his recent report, viz.: The 
pledged faith of the Government to provide 
for the redemption or funding of the legal- 
tender notes. The act of February, 1562, 
which authorized the first issue of $150,000,- 
000 of greenbacks was entited An act to au- 
thorize the issue of United States notes. and jor 
the redemption or funding thereof.” That act, 
as a matter of fact, provided for the funding 
of the greenbacks, at the option of 
the holder, into United States 5-20 
bonds, bearing 6 per cent gold inter- 
est. The next issue of $150,000,000— 
July 11, 1862—was made, the Secretary 
says further, under this same pledge,—that 
is, that the holders of the greenbacks should 
have the privilege of converting them into 
gold-bearing bonds whenever they saw fit. It 
is true that this provision was subsequently 
repealed by Congress, but in doing so Con- 
gress committed an act of bad faith and was 
guilty of a violation of contract. Such a re- 
peal cannot release the Government from its 
original pledge, which was only in keeping 
with the economic law of all civilized nations 
which forbids the idea of a permanent irre- 
deemable paper-currency. 

The duty of the Government is emphasized 
still further by the language of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, qnoted by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, where the Court 
says: 

Apart from the quality of legal- tender impressed up- 
on them by acts of Congress, af which we can now say 
nothing, their circulation as currency depends upon 
the extent to which they are received in payment. the 
quantity in circulation, and on the credit given to the 
promises they bear. In other respects they resemble 
the bank- notes formerly issued as currency. 

But, on the other hand, it is equally cleer that these 
notes are obligations of the United States. Their name 
imports obligation. Every one of them expresses upon 

its face an engagement of the nation to pay the bearer 

a certain sum. The dollar note is an engagemen,. to 
pay a dollar, and the dollar intended is the com dollar 

of tre United States certain quantity in weight and 

fineness of goid and silver, authenticated as euch by the 

stamp of the Government, 

This language, taken in connection with 

the pledge of Congress upon the original 

issue of the legal-tender notes, leaves no 

room for the greenbackers to claim that 

there is any prospect for eventually shirking 

the redemption of the Treasury notes in the 

recognized money of the world. Together 

they show that it was never intended that the 

Treasury notes should be a permanent issue, 

and that the Supreme Court will admit of no 

construction of their character which does 

not include their ultimate payment in specie, 

like any other bond, note, or obligation. If 

the position needed any strengthening, it is 

supplied by a later act of Congress,—March 

18, 1869,—wherein it was declared that the 

United States solemnly pledges its faith to 

make provision at the earliest practicable 

period for the redemption of the United 

States notes in coin. This act merely in- 

terpreted and supplemented the previous 

pledges of Congress and the verdict of the 

Supreme Court thereon. 

There is but one way in which the United 
States Government can honorably avoid the 

immediate payment of its Treasury notes,— 
which on their face call for payment on de- 
mand,—and that is by funding them as pro- 
vided in the original act by which their issue 
was authorized. This is the nature of the 
proposition made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and indorsed by the President, 

providing for the conversion of the green- 
backs into a United States gold-bearing bond 
at a low rate of interest and running fora 
long term of years. The moment this privi- 
lege is accorded to holders of greenbacks, at 
their own option, the United States will have 
redeemed the pledge it made when the green- 
backs were first issued. It is a fair criticism 
on the limitation of these redemption bonds 
to $2,000,000 a month that the na- 
is not fully maintained 
by such a plan, but that the hold- 
ers of greenbacks should be entitled 
to fund them into a bond whenever and to 
whatever extent they may see fit. Had this 
provision of the original act never been re- 
pealed, greenbacks would always have had 
the same value, and we would not now be 
suffering the ills of an irredeemable currency. 

The restoration of the right of funding, be- 
sides being a simple act of good faith, will 
do more than anything except the actual 
payment in gold could do to give the green- 
backs. a steady and uniform value, approx- 
imating a par value in gold; and, if the 
quality of legal-tender is added to these re- 
demption bonds as to payment of old debts, 
there will be no sacrifice of the interests of 
what is called the “‘ debtor class in order te 
regain the position which should never have 


been abandoned. One thing is certain: Ybe

Yesterday was the day set apart for the ex- 
ecution of two murderers in the vicinity of 
New York. But one hanging took place 
that of Wa1i1u™ Deanery, who in August last 
brutally murdered Capt. Lawrence on board 
a schooner in Cow Bay. The other con- 
demned murderer was Jonx Dotan, who was 
tried and convicted for killing Mr. James H. 
Nox, who came to his death while attempting 
to overpower and take into custody a muscu- 
lar burglar whom he caught in the act of 
robbing his premises. Donan was convicted 
upon purely circumstantial evidence, and 
on the day before the date fixed for 
his execution Gov. TrupEN granted a reprieve 
of one week upon the strength of the repre- 


ment of the United States notes in coin or 
their funding in gold bonds. The latter is 
the easier and more advisable course. 


COLLECTION OF CITY TAXES. 

The Chicago 7imes is u law unto itself in 
most matters. Its treatment of the collec- 
tion of city taxes is not an exception to the 
rule. It says that the Town Collectors have 
no authority whatever to collect city taxes, 
and advises everybody to resist payment to 
them. It would unquestionably be much 
more desirable to pay everything in the 
shape of taxes at one time and place, viz. : to 
the County Treasurer, and Cook County 
could very well afford to dispense altogether 
with the Town Collectors and their associates 
in the Town Boards: but this fact does not 
change the law as it stands, which authorizes 
the Town Collectors to collect the city texes. 
Of course they cannot enforce the collection 
of the tax on real estate, and everybody will 
pay that tax direcily to the County Treas- 
urer. But they can, under Sec. 27 of the 
Internal Revenue law, issue a distress for the 
personal tax, and collect it by a sale of the 
property levied upon. In fixing the compen- 
sation for the work which the Town Collect- 
ors do for the city, it should be kept in 
mind that they will collect nothing but the 
personal tax, and the proportion of that 
which they collect will depend upon the 
judgment and energy with which they dis- 
charge their duties. 

The law, both in the General Incorporation 
act of 1872 and the General Revenue act, 
contemplates that the Town Collectors shall 
collect the city tax. Sec. 111, Art. VIII., of 
the General Incorporation act provides that 
the Council shall pass an ordinance before 
the second Tuesday of September in each 
year, fixing the amount of appropriations for 
each fiscal year, and that a certified copy of 
such ordinance shall be filed with the County 
Clerk, whose duty it is to.escertain the rate 
and extend such tax on ti book or books 
of the Collector or Collectors of State and 
county taxes within such city or village.” 
The following section provides that the tax 
so assessed shall be collected and enforced in 
the same manner and dy the same officers as 
State and county taxes, and shall be paid 
over by the officers collecting the same to the 
Treasurer of the city or village.” The Town 
Collectors, under the present charter, are 
therefore just as much authorized to collect 
city taxes as they are county taxes, with the 
single difference that they can enforce the 
collection of the personal tax but not of the 
real tax. 

The Revenue law is equally explicit. 
Secs. 127 and 128 of that law provide that 
the County Clerks shall determine the rate 
of tax for incorporated cities within their 
limits, and that such city taxes shall be ex- 
tended the same as State and county taxes. 
Sec. 132 of the same act provides for a Col- 
lector’s warrant to collect the several taxes, 
and Sec. 138 provides that the warrant shall 
direct the Town Collector to pay over to the 
Oity Treasurer the city taxes he may collect. 
Sec. 164 of the Revenue act requires that the 
Town Collectors shall render a statement of 
the city taxes collected every thirty days, if 
required to do so by the proper city authori- 
ties, and also pay over the amounts 80 col- 
lected. This provision is materially the same 
as that relative to the county taxes in the 
next section. 

The simple fact is that, under the general 
law, the city taxes are to be collected in. the 
same manner and by the same officers as the 
State and county taxes. So long as our 
Town Collectors are retained as a part of 
our system, they have as much authority 
over city taxes as over State and county 
taxes. They have means for enforcing the 
collection of the personal tax for both city 
and county; but not of the real tax, the pay- 
ment of which may be deferred and made 
directly to the County Treasurer. 
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** MORE!” 

The population of the country inm eased 40 
per cent in the fourteen years between 1860 
and 1874. The ordinary expenses of the 
Government increased 200 per cent in green- 
backs in the same time. In 1860, the ordi- 
nary expenses of the Government were 
$65,010,158 in gold; in 1874 they were 
$178,618,983, exclusive of the interest on 
the public debt, but inclusive of $30,000,000 
of pensions. At this rate the taxes are grow- 
ing much faster than the population. Maz- 
Taus paled before the impossibility of find- 
ing food for the future hordes of mankind ; 
the American tax-payer sees the problem of 
over-taxation quite outstripping that of over- 
population. We have had a war that im- 
poverished while it exhilarated us; then 
we had a panio and collapse that 
has left us feeling poor and almost despond- 
ent. All great industries and trades are de- 
pressed far below their condition during the 
War, and also the people are forced to the 
practice of unusual economy. A representa- 
tive Government should represent its citizens 
in their parsimony as well us in their politics. 
When the people spend less, the Government 
must spend less. The estimates of expendi- 
ture for the ensuing fiscal year, that of 
1877, submitted to Congress by Secretary 
Brrstow, are not framed, we are sorry to be 
compelled to state, on any such principle ; on 
the contrary, they seem to rest upon 
what might be called a Malthusian theory 
of finance—that taxation must increase 
faster than the means of paying taxes. 
The appropriations obtained from the last 
Congress reached the heavy total of $293,- 
166,177.57, including the interest on the pub- 
lic debt. But this year the Secretary wants 
to increase the mule-pack. He asks a Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives to vote the 
Government a total of $314,612,608.48. This. 
is an increase of $21,446,431 over last year. 
Here are some of the items of increase: The 
military establishment wants $1,400,000 more 
for traveling and general expenses. At a 
time when civilians are, perforce, staying at 


home and spending less than ever for 


ther own traveling, they do not feel 
in the humor to contribute extra taxes 


to send army officers on extra journeys 


in time of peace. The Quartermaster’s De- 
partment wants about half a million dollars 
mo:re, and the same increase is asked for 
tram ꝛsportation. The agitation for cheap 
funerals has not yet reached the army; an 
inch ease of 66 per cent is asked in the ap- 
pro priation for the national cemeteries. 
Tho estimate for ordnance is more than 
double the sum granted last year, and that 
for the armament of fortifications leaps from 
875, 0/0 to $1,200,000. 

Thie total increase asked for by the War 
Derartment, in atime of profound and un- 
thiveatened peace, is $5,000,000. The total 
gstimates foot up $33,697,178: the appropri- 
ations last year were $28,554,987, and in 


1860 were $16,472,202. 

The naval establishment wants more; for 
pay, $1,350,000 more ; private pay-rolls must 
decrease the more, if this is granted; for 
arming vessels, $510,000 more; for equipping 


vessels, $250,000 more; for repairs, $300,000 | 


more; for steam machinery, $400,000 more. 

The total increase the Navy Department 
wants is $3,500,000. The total estimates are 
$20,871,686. Last year the appropriations 
were $17,316,806; in 1860 they were 611, 
514,649. 

Under the head miscellaneous there are 
some unexpected additions propused to the 
national expenses. ‘The abolition of the 
franking privilege has not effected the pre- 
dicted economy in the public p-inting, for 
which $370,000 more is wanted; the current 
expenses of the Treasury Buildings are to 
cost $300,000 more ; the land-grant railroads 
have eaten up a good deal of the public lands, 
but it is to cost $335,000 extra to survey 
them this year. 

The miscellaneous account wants $3,300,000 
additional taxes. But of this $2,000,000 is for 
payment of judgments of the Court of Claims. 
The total asked for is $13,881,185, agaiv'st 
$10,534,857 last year. 

Public works, national and municipal, are 
expensive luxuries, A million more than the 
$4,350,000 appropriated last year is add for 
Custom-Honse buildings; for arsenals, nearly 
half a million more; for fortilications, 
$1,200,000 more; for buildings and 
grounds” about Washington, $1,100,000 
more, which will not tend to revive the lost 
luxury of private landscape gardening; for 
other buildings, half a million more; for 
navy-yards, half a million more; and for im- 
proving harbors and rivers, $14,301,100 is 
asked, which is $8,000,000 more than last 
year! - 

For public works the overworked tax-payer 
is invited to contribute $11,700,000 more 
than last year. The total estimate is 528, 
591,410, The appropriation last year was 
$16,755,062. 

This Congress will hardly respond favor- 
ably to these extravagant demands. 


WILL SENATOR BOGY RISE AND EXPLAIN P 

Senator Bocy has introduced into the 
Senate of the United States a bill which an- 
thorizes the payment of import duties in 
greenbacks. We have some questions to put 
to the Senator thereon. Our columns are 
open for the reply which he may vouchsafe. 
Your bill, Senator, ontside of its subject- 
matter, demands our consideration upon two 
grounds, viz.: It is the first Democratic meas- 
ure laid before the Forty-fourth Oongress. 
Unless digavowed, it will naturally be taken 
as a foreshadowing of the policy which the 
Democratic party, in the Senate at least, 
means to pursue on the most importmnt ques- 
tiou now before the country,—that cif finance. 
In the second place, you represent the sister 
State of Missouri, bound to [Illinois by 
meny ties of interest and friendship. 
Benton and Scnonz are greater names than 
Boay and Cocxrent, but perlsa ps you and 
your colleague may yet do something worthy 
of your place. At any rate, we call upon 
you, as the Senatorial moudchpiece of Mis- 
souri, to explain and defemd your bill, to 
answer the questions we are about to put. 
If, as we believe, you are treading marshy 
land, your reply will afford you an oppor- 
tunity of gracefully extricating Senator Boor 
from the bog. 

Would not your jsroject produce sub- 
stantially the following results: The Govern- 
ment, instead of receiving $160,000,000 gold 
a year from customs, would get about the 
same number of greenback ‘‘doidlars.” At 
present the Secretary of the Treasury is re- 
quired to pay from this sum, in round num- 
bers, $135,000,000 for interest om the na- 
tion al debt and for the sinking fund,-—$102,- 
00% 000 for the former and #33,000,000 for 
the latter. He then has $25,000,000 in gold, 
which he can either hoard for purposes of re- 
sumption or sell for greenbacks with which to 
defray current expenses. The twoitems of in- 
terest and sinking fund by contract with the 
public creditors must be paid in gold. The 
Secretary of the Treasury would therefore 
have to go into the market with his $160,- 
000,000 of greenbacks, received from duties, 
and buy gold. He cannot sell bonds for the 
purpose of meeting these two items; he has 
no authority to do so, and the plan would 
add $135,000,000 a year to the public debt. 
He cannot force any one to buy his green- 
backs or to give any particular price in gold 
for them. All he can do is to sell them for 
what they will bring, for what the gold- 
brokers are willing to give in exchange for 
them. His $160,000,000 in greenbacks will 
not bring, at the outside, more than $135,- 
000,000 to 810,000, 000 in gold, so that the 
loss in revenue will be fully $20,000,000 in 
gold. As our income and outgo . just 
about belance each other,—there will be a 
deficiency of $20,@00,000 for the fiscal year, 
—this will necessitate the levy of new taxes 
yielding to the amount of fully $25,000,000 
per annum, to be abstracted from the pock- 
ets of the people. As your party put itself 
on record, last session, against the purely 
revenue tax on tea and coffee, some other 
commodities must be burdened with a still 
higher protective tax to fill the hole in the 
Treasury left by your scheme of receiving 
duties in currency. But our tariff is already 
so high, as the message of the President and 
the report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
show, that it is well-nigh prohibitory, and 
has decreased the revenue $6,000.000 during 
the past year. Any further increase of 
protection rates would, therefore, still 
further diminish our receipts. Your plan 
involves, then, first largely cutting down 
our national income, and then trying to 
restore it by levying taxes that will cut 
it down still farther! The plan also 
involves Secretary Bristow’s going into the 
market to buy vast quantities of gold and 
running the chance of being prevented, by 
corners and speculative schemes, from get- 
ting the gold which now surely comes to him, 
and which is absolutely necessary for the 
honest and honorable discharge of our most 
solemn national obligations. 

How is your plan to do what you claim for 
it in the way of increasing our prosperity, 
hastening the resumption of specie-pay- 
ments, and appreciating the greenbacks? 
We are glad to note, by the way, that you 
have changed your views and now believe 
in resumption, although so ignorant of the 
way to bring it about. And now, Senator 
Boer, will you please rise and explain? 


The proceedings of the military Court of 
Inquiry in the case of Col. Basoocx have 
come to a sudden halt, pending the result of 
the legal investigation of his case at St. 
Louis. At the opening of the Court yester- 
day morning, Gen. Hancock asked the con- 
currence of the other members of the Court 
in a postponement of the inquiry, inasmuch 
as the formal indictment of Col. Bascocs at 
St. Louis would secure him a full and fair 
trial before an impartial jury, and therefore 
the necessity of convening a military court 
for the determination of his guilt or inno- 
cence no longer existed. Following upon 
this suggestion, the Court received a letter 
from Col. Bascocs himself, requesting an ad- 
journment of afew days to give him time to 
prepare to auswer the indictment found 


against him. The letter was taken under 
adyisement, and in a brief time the Judge 
Advocate announced the unanimous decision 
of the Court “that the Court adjourn from 
day to day until the evidence upon the sub- 
ject of our inquiry shall receive that definite 
and conclusive ape which shall be im- 
pressed upon it by the verdict of the jury, or 
until its action —having beeu referred to the 
War Department, with our opinion that our 
proceedingy. should be stayed during the pro- 
ceedings of the court of law—=shall have 
been cov firmed.” In view of the facts that, 
as Gen. Hanoocg says, the military is subor- 
dinat’s to the civil authorities, and again that 
the offenses alleged were committed in the 
civil and not in the military service, 


the Court has acted very judiciously 
in postponing action pending the 
legal investigation at St. Louis. Any 
other course would have been unsatisfactory 
both to the Court and to Col. Bascocx him- 
self, and could have accomplished notbing. 
The first thing to be settled is the civil inves- 
tigation. If the St. Louis jury finds him to 
be innocent of the charges preferred against 
him, which we believe it will, there will be 
no need of a subsequent military investiga- 
tion. Ifit finds him guilty, it will be very 
difficult for the military Court to break the 
force of that decision and convince the coun- 
try of his innocence. Whatever may be the 
decision of the jury, the action of the 1aili- 
tary tribunal in postponing its consideration 
of the case is timely and discreet. 


A COLOSSAL SPECULATOR RUINED. 

The details of the ruin of the great German 
speculator, Srrovssrrae, utterly dwarf into 
| insiguificance the speculations of Jay Got, 
the unfortunate Raiston, Jay Cook, and 
other American financiers, wuose operations 
we have been accustomed to look upon as 
oglossal. The record of his life and his 
schemes reads like a chapter taken out of 
fiction. Herr Srrovsperec was first known 
as a teacher of languages in the Pnited 
States, from which humble station he rose to 
a place where he dealt with hundreds of mill- 
ions of money in every part of Europe. His 
visit to America was short, and he next ap- 
peared in London and afterwards in Berlin, 
but it was not until 1870 that he began to 
attract public attention as a _ colossal 
speculator. At that time he had im- 
mense sums of money at his disposal 
and almost unlimited credit. He was a 
railway contractor in several European States ; 
an engine manufacturer and proprietor of 
three of the largest iron works in Europe ; 
a heavy proprietor in lands and mines; and 
the owner of the cattle markets and slaughier 
houses in Berlin. At that time he was deal- 
ing with the almost fabulous sum of 5350, 
000,000! The Franco-German war dealt 
him a severe blow in the general depression 
of securities. The Roumanian Government 
also refused to pay the interest it had guar- 
anteed upon the railways he had been con- 
structing for them, and Srrovsprre had to 
pay it himself. This gave him another stag- 
gering blow, and fortwo or three years he 
was tossed up and downzon ‘the ocean of 
finance, now launching out into speculative 
schemes and again contracting to meet the 
pressure upon him. Last year he bent all bis 
energies. applied all his resources, and stretched 
his creditto the utmost to retrieve himself. 
He established immense mannufactories in 
Germany and Russia, recovered all his old 
mines and iron works and bought new ones, 
and took a large number of new railway cot. 
tracts in various parts of Europe. He ob- 
tained advances from every bank and every 
possible quarter, but at last the Commercial 
Bank of Moscow refused him an accommoda- 
tion of two millions of roubles, and the catas- 
trophe of ruin and bankruptcy followed. 
SrrovusBere is in prison and his property has 
passed into the hands of the law to be dis- 
posed of for the beneſt of creditors all over 
Europe. 

There have been men like Srnovanzno in 
this country, although operating upon a less 
colossal scale, using thousauds where he has 
used millions. There are thousands of little 
as well as large men operating here precisely 
as Strovusserc did, who are destined to come 
to the same ruin. When men or corporations 
branch out beyond the real working capacity 
of their capital, bankruptcy must come, and 
whatever of liability is incurred beyond the 
capacity of capital to meet it is in the nature 
of a crime. Srnovsperc is in jail in Russia. 
Under the severity of Russian laws he may 
remain therealong time. His bankruptcy 
involves a penal element and a criminal obli- 
gation which it would not have in this coun- 
try. Our colossal speculators may fail and 
fail and fail again; may tumble down 
banks, warehouses, and other individu- 
als in their fall; may cripple business 
houses and ruin widows and orphans, and 
spread financial devastation in every direc- 
tion, and no punishment is meted out to 
them. It does not appear in Srrovsspero’s 
case that there was any intent to swindle or 
defraud, or that there were any really dis- 
honest transactions, except so far as the as- 
sumption of colossal risks in speculation be- 
yond the real power of capital can be 
considered dishonest. Had there been such, 
however, his punishment would have been 
proportionately more severe. In this coun- 
try, however, it is doubtful whether even a 


they are, then the punishment is nominal as 
in the case of Twexp, and in due time the 
criminal is allowed to escape. We have still 
much to learn from what we are pleased 
to consider the effete monarchies of Europe 
in the way of punishing speculators and 
sharpers. 


Messrs. KLoxxx and Reno have, it appears,

If they 
can establish that fact, the amount of their 
combined claims will not be looked upon as 
avery expensive price. But meanwhile, by 
what authority can the Common Council 
make appropriations for service not lawfully 
performed if the present charter was law-

it were properly construed and 

terms of the law are given in the 
which we refer. In the selection of the 200 
names from the jury-list, which includes 
one-tenth of the legal voters, it is the 
duty of the Oounty Commissioners to see 
that the men selected answer the qualifica- 
tions, and, if this were done carefully and 
faithfully, it would not be difficult to exclude 
the professional jurors, the dead-beats, and 
the hangers-on at the courts. There is a 
suggestion also that the Judges shall be 
present at the selection of the jurors from 
this panel of 200, and that the selection be 
made in open court, when the jury p nel for 
actual service is made up, so as to exclude 
men whose names are drawn when they may 
be shown to be unfit. The Judges can also 
do something to improve the character of the 
juries by being more strictin their refusals to 
excuse. Inthe matterof the Grand Jury, 
there is a valuable suggestion to the effect 
that there be a special provision for ‘‘strik- 
ing” a Grand Jury, to whom anyof the 
County Board or other county officials are to 
be presented for indictment. As it is now, 
the County Board selects every Grand Jury 
before waom the abuses of that Board are 
brought for investigation. It is natural that 
there should be no indictments. 

Our Washington dispatches yesterday 
morning stated that Mr. Drzs, the District 
Attorney of St. Louis. who has done such 
effective work against the Whisky Ring in 
that city, telegraphed to Bivorozp WON, 
Solicitor of the Treasury, to know how things 
stood at Washington, and that Wo, in re- 
plying, said: “I expect we will all fall 
together.” As Mr. Dran has not yet been 
confirmed by the Senate, he assumes that 
this reply indicates he stands little prospect 
of being confirmed. We donot share the ap- 
prehensions of these gentlemen, but if it 
should happen by a combination of any kind 
that they are not confirmed, the country will 
be arfkious to nee the list of Senators voting 
against them. It is possible that the Senate 
may take action in secret session, but there 
are ways of getting at the vote, and it will 
not be possible to conceai the names. These 
gentlemen have done their duty in an able, 
fearless, and honest manner, and the country 
will not stand idly by and see them dismissed 
for doing their duty.

July 14 is 
the date of her inferior conjunction with the 
sun. Aug. 4 she will be stationary, near Gamma 
(Albena), in Gemini. Aug. 20 she will be at 
her greatest bri'liancy, a little west of a line 
from Pollux to Procyon. le she will be 
at bor greatest western elong (46 deg. 8 m.), 
aod in the head of Leo. Oct. 2, at 7 a. m., she 
will be 1 deg. 39 m. south from Uranus, both 
being 4 deg. west from Regulus; and Nov. 28 
she will be 1 deg. 15 m. north from Mars, both 
being 8 deg. east from Arista. 

Mars—Wiil be an evening star till Aug. 12, 
the date of his conjunction with the sun, when 
both will be in conjunction with Uranus, and 
nearly in opposition to Saturn. He will rise be- 
fore the sun for the remainder of the year. Dur- 
ing January and February he will be among the 
stars in the Piehes (Pisces). March 1, between 
El Rischa and Hamal. April 7, just south from 
the Pleiades. April 24, he will pass 64¢ degrees 
south from Aldebaran. May 11, about 4 de- 
grees south from EI Nath (Beta Tauri). July 
29, south ö degrees from Pollux. Aug. 23, 
north 1 degree from Regulus. Oct. 5, south 12 
degrees from Denebola. Nov. 11, north 3 
degrees from Arista; and Dec. 19, north 25 
miuutes from Alpha in Libra. 

Jupuer—Will be a morning star till May 17, 
the date of his opposition tothe sun, and an 
evening star from that cate till Dec. 4. when he 
will Le u conjanction with the san and Merca- 
ry. He will be in the bead of Scorpio nearty all 
the year, and a very ioteresting object in the 
evening sky daring the summer and autumn 
months. At 1 o’clock in the morving of Feb. 28 
he will pass just below Beta in Scorcio, the dis- 
tance between the edge of the planet and the 
star being only four seconds of arc, or one-ninth 
part of the apparent diameter of Jupiter. In the 
morning of April 5 he will retrograde past the 
eame star, being about four mioutes of arc 
above it. July 19 he will be stationary in Libra. 

Salurn Will set after the sun till Feb. 17, the 
date of conjunction. From that time he will rise 
before the sun till Aug. 27, when he wil be on 
the meridian at midnight; and will be an evening 
star during the last four months of the year, 
beine among the etars of Aquarius. The moon 
will pass directly between the earth and Satarn 
three times during the year, viz; Aug. G—10 
o'clock p. m.; Sept. 3—2 o'clock a. m.; and 
Ser t. 30—5:40 a.m. The two first will be visible 
from Chicago, weather permitting.

Dit OWNING HIS PARENTS. 

A few davs a, bis father aud mother, who 
live somewhere War Chicago, came from Illinois 
to see their son. On entering his cell, he ro- 
fased to recogmze them. and said they were no 
relatives of his. He treated taem with the at- 
most contempt, awd the poor old couple went 
away almost in debt as to whother he was 
reallv their son. 

After they bad left, Delaney laughed over the 
scene with the keepchs, and told them that he 
recognized them as econ as they came into his 
cell, but that be didn't care to let them know it. 

PREPARING TE SCAFFOLD. 

On Wednesday mornin g. the scaffold which 
bad been erected was tried aud found to work 
satiefec.orily. Doring te last tew dave the 
condemned man had been by tur.s defiant, by 
turne despondent. On Saturday last, in a par- 
oxvem oi upgovernabdie rag 2, he broke bis bed, 
tore up his bedding, and set the whole op fire, 
and for some time it was doubtful whether he 
would not succeed in firing he jail. On Tues- 
day night, Fatbers MeSherry aod Sheridan la- 
bored with bim earnesilv, and apparently to 
some „ tor he asked forgiveness of all 
the prison officials, destred to he left alone, aad 
was observed frequently to be engaged in 
prayer, In the mornivg he iuspected bis soaf- 
foid-suit, and announced b.s satiefaction with it.

About 4:30 p. m. the deach-warrant was read 
to the prisooer.in the presence of seve; al wit- 
nesses. lie Latened to it very attentively, and 
at its close broke out into laughter, sayiug that 
it wee a pretty thing, well gottap up. good 
enough te go to a ball with. Dung the re- 
mainder of the day be wae quiet. About 7 p. 
m. the irous we e cut off at his own request, as 
he said he desired to exercise hw ius witb 
more freedom. His arms were piwioned bebiad 
bim by means of a sap, apd he was ailowed to 
go into the corridor. tle walked upand down, ar 
sat aad charted, aopareutle the most unconcst ned 
of ail. tie trequentiy indulged in such remarks 
as ‘‘ To-morrow oight I shall be walking in a 
different place.” He spoke of Officers Smith 
and Schmitt, of Fiushiog, «ho made the arrest 
in Philadelphia, aud sad if he had uct been 
caught in prison he would not have been taken; 
HE WOULD HAVS KILLED BOTH. 
A prisoner redoguized Delaney as aa old ship- 
mate, and the two tod stories aud sang songs 
together. He ate a very bearty suvper, but be- 
came hungry again about II. aud asked for 
lunch, waieh was provided for him. 
He afterwards smoked «4 cigar. About 
2 o'clock, a. m. yeaterday he lag down. He 
continued talking in the same careless manner 
unul 3:45 a. m., when he drovped asleep. 
Among bis remarss previously made was one 
that, if be had knowa what a fix be woud be 
caught in, he would have ünisbed the two boys 
as well as the Ca tam. He slept with brief in- 
tervals until 8:45 a. m. Father Sheridan arrived 
at the jail about an hour prev ou ly, but awaited 
Delavey’s avakening before going t the cell. 
where be spens some time vith him, and where 
all the religious observances took place. Meun- 
while the Saerif? and deputies were busy in 
arrauging the preliaunaries of the execution aud 
making a division of the duties to be 
rformed at the gallows. He was assisted by 
nder Sheriff’ Rushmore, Deputy Sheriff Beu- 
nett, and the Constabulary of the county. The 
whole number that witmessed the execution did 
not exceed 150. A pobee force of tweuty-five 
men from Brooklyn, under command of lospec- 
tor Waddy,. formed the guard outside the jail. 
Delaney s breakfast coi.ssted of eggs, bread, 
butter, and coffee, which he a e with a relish. 

It was understood from Father Sueridav, when 
he came out of Delaaey'’s cell after the 
morning interviow, that be had uwdergone 
cousiderabie change iu demeanor, and ap- 
peared to resize more fully the fact that 
be waetodie. At 11:40 a. m. the prisoner was 
brought oat. He maiched to the galiows with 
a ti:m step, exhibiting none of the trepidation 
that was expected. He appeared unusua ly 
White and somewhat anxious. After ne was 
placed in position. in arranging which he as- 
sisced the otticers with tue utmost coolnesa, he 
spoke as follows in a calm, even tone:

She brought with her a dangh- 
ter older than ether of Vreelamd’s chiidreo 
Heury Vreeland is afermer, He is « descendant 
ot the first settleis of the county. Heise dull, 
seupid fellow, reugn aad had in his manner, 
bar, as hie charitable neighbors eav, pot in- 
tentionally wicked or cruel. His wife has a vio- 
leot temper. Heceptiy sue knocked dovn the 
etocekee: er at Midvale for poiitely requesting 
the settiement of a bill she had wita him.

On 
that dav Ralph came to school with ow face 
shockinziv scared aod braved, aod eho ved an 
entire lack of tue brigatmess aod activity thar 
bad characterwzed him. Hie teacher, the Rev. 
James E. Bernard, questioning the caild, ascer- 
tan ed chat be felt sick. Wich his little sister, 
the boy was taten before Jas ice Board, and 
there ne said he had received @ fall, bub he 
„ didu’t dare to tell about it.” 

His little sister, ho ever, told the Justice he 
had been beaten by his stepmother, #bo 
knocked him down wich a stick an ioch thick 
and two inoires wide, and afterward kicked vim 
erousdd the floor.

When he returned from Europe this fall he fully 
expected to go on with bis fegular winter work, 
as usual, aod on receiving a call from the 
parish of Trinity Church, New Orleaus, bardly 
gave it a serious thought, so firmly was he 
attached to his present congregation, and so 
little did he think of leaving this field of labor. 
Bat soon afterwards the bishop of Louisiana, 
Bichop Wilmer, went on to New York to see bim. 
aod laid the matter before bim in a different 
ligut. The Bishop pointed out the state of the 
Church in the Bouth, and the imestimabie good a 
clergyman from the North might do for it. As 


Dr. Thompson explained, tae clerzy of the 
Southern Church duriog the War aud since thet 
time have dropped off until but a handful re- 
mam. Formerly their ranks were supplied by

PRINCE BISMARCK, 


The German Premier in Parlinment 
A Programme of interna Policy — 
Oraterical Characteristics. 

Tue Berlin correspondent of the Paul- Man 
Garette writes to that jourasl on Nov. 22: 
„Prince Bismarck, accompanied by his friend 
Lothar Bucher, a prominent member of the For- 
eign Office, returned to Berlim last Saturday 
from Varzin, his Pomeranvian Tuseulam, where 
be he had spent toe whole summer ia strictest 
retirement. Yesterday afternoon the Chancel- 
lor hed a long sudience of the Emp or, who 
has been lately enjoying the pieasurrs of a hunt 
in Letalingen, and onty arrived in town in the 
coutee of tue morning. To-diy. to the surprise 
of all the members of the Parliament, Prince 
Bismarck, „ho does not love early rieiug. 
appeared in the Reichstag even before 
the beginning of the sitting. Whea 
he entered the House through a smal! door 
jeading to a room reserved for him, only a few 
members were preseot. He exchanged friendly 
greetings with the Speaker, Herr von For«eo- 
beck, and the Ministers Ca uphausen and Del- 
bruck, by whom he was heartily welcomed. The 
eojourn ip Vaizin, hien lasted over five mouths, 
seems to bave benefited the Chancellor bevood 
ali expectation. His whole sopearence again 
diepiers bis accustomed vigor and elasticity. 
Previous to the Imperial Chancellor takimg his 
seat, on the rigbt side of tne Speaker, exactly 
opeosi-e the House, be retired with President 
Deloruck into a corner, aod held a lone confer- 
ence with bm. On the termication of the con- 


versation Bismarck perceived Field Marshal 


Count Moltke, also a member of the House, rho 
had appeared to-day after a long sosen~e caused 
by illoess. He descended the estrade, «nook 
bands withthe renowned warrior, aod chatted 
with lim for some ume, Meauwhuile the sittin 

had been formaily opened. After the firet read- 
ine of the new dil for the extension of 
telegraphic lines was -concinded, the 
deliverstion on the Government dil 
for taxation of beer and Change operations bo- 
gan. Prince Bismarck had already siguified his 
intention of totroductng the bills bimeelf, A 
dead -ilence the efore pervaded the ball as he 
rose from bis seat and commenced his sveech in 
a somewhat low and agitated voice. Notwith- 
standiog the Imperial Cosnce!'lor’s long pariis. 
mentary activity he is dy no means a finent 
speaker. Embarrassment and great mental ex- 
citement are visible in bis whole bearing. 
Either the vords come too fast for utterance or 
he ie at a loss lor a phrase to express bis mean- 
ing; be alsu frequent y corrects himself, proba- 
bly under the consciousness that a wrong sig- 
vifcation may be attacned to bis expressions.

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AN ENGLISHMAN ON AMERICA, 


What Nr. Forster Thinks of Democ- 
racy After His Visit to the United 
Stutes. 

London Standard. 

Mr. Forster“ trip to the United States last 

year lias not been without its ioflueuce upon his 
political opinions, and be is candid euouch to 
sdmit the fact. Universal suffiage, which 
seemed so deantifn! while viewed at the die- 
tance of thousands of miles across an inierven- 
ing ocean, did not look quite so pleasant a thin 
on close inspoction. Mr. Forster was receive 
by the chiefs of Tammany Hall, and. as 
European Goverbments are accustomed to 
show honor to dwtinguished vuitors by 
throwning open to them arsenals and 
doekvarda, 60 the Sachems laid bare 
to Mr. Porstet’s serutmy the devices by 
whica they manage the turbulent De > 
He came away disiiusionized and by no meaus 
charmed, Neither caucus por nominat nag con- 
vention, nor ward primiog oor sepeater, nor 
striker, was que to his taste; ands is very 
much to hie credit that tue first tyme he ad- 
dressed his constituents since his return he bad 
the courage and hovesty to tell them as much. 
Mr. Forster was one of those who some ‘years 
ago professed an exagge:ated admuration for 
American institutions. That was iu his green 
ou h. no doubt, bef te he learned to thidk for 
imeelf, and till leaned upon the masters, at 
whose feet he hed been brought up. Still it was 
bv no means an easy thing to somit that the 
last leseon he bad learned was the discovery 
that his former worship ot universal suffrage 
Was upresgonable aod U!-founded. Mr. Forster 
adds that the devices of which be disapproves 
are unsuited to England. In that we cor- 
daliy agree. But when be goes on to say 
tha: they are imposkibte here we answer that we 
hove so, but that depends largely upon the pol: 
cy we adopt. If we were to borr:w American 
iuetitations we should probably reproduce abuses 
avalagous to those exwting ia America. One 
other lesson Mr. Forster bas brougut away from 
his American tour. He bas changed bis mind 
in regard to minority representation. That he 
Opposed the three-cornered constitaencies. as 
they have been calied, he frankly AA its. Bat 
tho igh he stti|condemus the actua! plan cnosen, 
he pow ack pow that he bas Deep converted 
to the principle. o bas seen univer-al suffraze 
at work, has met the men it delights to honor. 
bas wituessed the fruits of its legislation, and 
ounce more bas been disilinsiovized. ‘‘ The great 
heart of the people,” he bas discovered, does 
not always beat m un son with justice, right, 
and troato—<does not always prefer the good to 
tbe bad, the noble to the ignoble, the vise to 
Lhe foolisz. On the contrary. che m ltatade is 
very eas:!y led astray, and alwave stands in need 
of coavselors. Bat the worst fruit of aniversal 
suffrage, as it exists in the United States aud in 
Fiance, is that the poor and igoorant immensely 
outnumber the well-to-do and instructed. The 
latter, therefore, have no chauce of giving ex- 
pression to their views aud pieferences, aud. iu 
consequence, they abstain altogether from poli 
tics, Ds their withdrawal the professional poli- 
ticians—the men, that is. who make of politics a 
trate out of which they derive a tivelihood, and 
not seldom wealto and position—obtain this ad- 
va tage: They organize parties, get the ma- 
chinery of elections into theic bauds, and 
„run the Goverument for their own profit. 
Wr. Porster is acute enough to discern. and 
candid eveueh to admit, that, if caucus rule and 
politseal cOrrap ion are t be brought to au end 
ia the United States, and prevented frow grow- 
ing up else here in large cons:ituencies, it can 
only be by giving minorities representation. In 
this way proverty, inteitigence, aud culture will 
obtain a voice in the c uduct of affaires which, 
if pot te proportionate to their importacce, 
will at least be iutivential, and the majorities, to 
bold their own, will be compelled to select re- 
spectabie candidates, while an access to public 
life will be opened to men who disdain or are not 
fitted to ask favois from the mob,

That is to 
say. the Company would do much lees burivers 
tor a long time, and taere would be so many 
blunders im the transmiss.on that it would 
probably for some time be tov ived iu 
suite broizht to cover damages. The 
effect of such a strike u ou the newspaper aud 
ba: iness iuieres:s of tue country would be 80 
serious that the result of Sundav’s meeting will 
ve looked forward to wich decided interest by the 
community generally. It is quite certain tbat 
there will be no scaitering and spasmodic act oo 
as was the case when the pay of the Pacific 
Coast upera'ors was cut down, and it is also rea- 
sovably certain that there wil be nothing wild 
or f.olish dove. The younger operators may 
propose rash things, but the older and wiser are 
in the majority. 
THE MILK OEALERS. 
PREVENTING THE USE OF SWILL MILE. 

There was a mcotipg of the Milk Dealers’ 
Union last evening at No. 148 Madison street. 
for coosultation upon the best means of securing 
a law whicb sbould prevent the use of adulterat- 
ed or swill milk. It may be remembered that at 
a meeting of the City Council several weeks aco 
an ordinance was introduced providing for the 
creation of the office of Mik Inspector. The 
matter was referred to the Committee on Mar- 
kets, who reported favorably upon it last week 
Monday evening. The ordinance provides 
that every person engaged in the 
milk traffic ball pay an annual 
license of $20. All persons offering for sale 
skimmed milk without stating its character sha!! 
be fioed not lees than $25 nor more than $100 
for each offense. The Milk Inspector is to be 
appointed by the Board of Healtn, and to re- 
ceive compensation out of the licenses collected. 

The ordinance, as may be seen, is decidediy 
defective, as it makes no provision egainust the 
use of swili milk. The daties of the la- 
spector are not clearly defined, aud there 
is room left for frauds of mavy kiodsa. Upon 
learuiug taat such an oi dinance had been pro- 
posed, toe Milk Dealers’ Union, composed of all 
the principal dealers in the city, at once became 
alarmed, and determined to binder its passage if 
possible. In its place thev hooed to secure au 
ordivacce which should cover ail the deficieacies 
aud do justice both to themseives and the pub- 
lic. 

The meeting last evening was conposed of the 
special committee appointed vy the Union, and 
was expected to be atteuded by several Aider- 
men and members of the Board of Health. The 
committee cous'sted of Messrs. M. A. Devine, 
John Leffler, Joseph Bartee, F. Hoppenstedt, 
R. Headlam, and Mr. Hazeltine. Ald. Foley was 


also present, 
MR. HEADLAM 


called the meeting to order. and stated that its 
object was to unite io urging the passage of a 
suitable Milk law, aod to give the movement 
the Official sanction of the Association of Milk 
Dealers. Ihe did not propose to bave every 
grocer and mila-dealer taxed $20 each to sup- 
port a Milk Inspector. The dealers were 
willing to pay what was wvecessarv, but 
the amount demanded by the proposed ordinance 
was far in excess of jus:ice. This meeting was 
informal, aod it was hoped that the gentlemen 
present would freely offer suggestions. The 
Committee would coufer with each other, and 
report back to tue Union. 


ALD. FOLEY 
stated that the ordimauce bad been laid tempora- 
rily on the table, and the only thing fur the m:ik- 
men to do was to make up their pians, and then 
tals over the matter with the Committee on 
Markets. There was pleuty of time, as the o 
diuauce would not probably come up again for 
several weeks.
